thousand others. The idea of the legislature was <o 
concentrate 


authority in the 'governor's hands, and then hold him responsible. 


The Tax Jobs 


The great majority of the jobs 


come under the 
newly 
created 


taxation machinery. First of all. 
the governor 
himself must 
ap- 


point 102 deputy state tax 
com- 


missioners—two each in the 14 
largest counties and one each iu 
the other 74 counties. 


These 102 deputies, named hy 


Cox. will then appoint some 3400 
deputies 
to do 
the 
assessing. 


There were 3415 assessors and as* 
sistants in 1912, under the pres- 
ent elective system, and it's no\ 
considered likely the number will 
be decreased under the new sys- 
tem . 


In addition, each deputy state

serious doting here v. hen the Cincin- 
nati Traction company attempted to 
start cars from the Brighton barns, 
Major Hunt appealed to Governor Cox 
for troops.

Another serious disturbance took 


place at the corner of Fourth and 
Vine streets, where men employed ou 
the Central Union Life Insurance com- 
pany building in course of construc- 
tion, hurled from, the 
upper floors 


hea\j bags of cement, pieces of iron 
and other missiles down on an Elber- 
ton a\enue car. Many ot the missiles 
struck the car and wrecked the roof. 
Splinters from the car cut and bruised 
several pedestrians wbo were passins 
at the time. 


Aa Eiberton avenue car was attack- 


ed at Fifth and Central avenues a 
short time later and partially wrecked 


The conductor and motorman wer« 


severely beaten and the quick work 
of the police in rescuing them prob- 
ablv saved their lives. 
They were 


burned to the hospital, where their 
condition is pronounced critical. 


In Madison\ille, where the cars 


were operated for tbe first time, one 
of them was attacked, the crew driven 
off into a nearby woods and the men 
who committed She assault took tsieir 
time about dismantling and wrecking 
The oar. 


As ih<* result of these several at- 


tacks, three men are in the City hos- 
pital in a dangerous condition, white 
more than a dozen others were se- 
verely beaien. Four cars were com- 
pletely wrecked and left standing in 
the streets and the traction company 
had been forced to abandon al! efforts 
to operate cars in The -western section | 
of she town, v.hi.e only a few cars" 
were to bo seen running through the 
resident district of Avondale and Wal- 
nut H:lls. 


One hr.ndred of the men im;>orteiS 


here b? the company and housed at 
the Arondale bams, after hearing of 
the attacks in other parts of U>e city, 
immediately opened negotiations witb 
t'ne strikers and agreed to leave town j 
if escorted to a depot.
